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Popular  for  Lovers

Valentines  Day  was  born  more  than  1,700  years  ago,  named  for  a  saint  martyred  for  performing 
marriages  illegally.  But  it’s  still  the  day  many  people  choose  to  express  their  amorous  affection 
for  dieir  significant  other. 

That  expression  takes  many  forms,  ranging  from  gifts  of  the  repulsive  (power  tools,  fast- 
food  dinners)  to  the  romantic  (spa  indulgences,  Pans).  Flowers,  candy  and  chocolate  may  be 
safe  bets  for  the  womany  you  love,  but  it  wasn’t  always  that  way.  Love  tokens,  engraved  coins 
often  inidaled,  were  widely  popular  after  the  Civil  War,  from  1876  to  1893,  according  to  Dr.  Sol 
Taylor,  author  of  The  Standard  Guide  to  Love  Tokens,  published  in  1983.  Valentine’s  Day  was 
also  becoming  widely  popular  in  the  United  States  after  the  war. 

“The”  St.  Valentine,  for  whom  die  day  is  named,  could  be  any  one  of  three  saints  named 
Valentine  or  Valentinus,  according  to  www.howstuffworks.com/valentine.htm.  During  that 
time,  few  men  were  joining  the  Roman  Army,  which  was  involved  in  many  bloody  and 
unpopular  campaigns.  Emperor  Claudius  II  oudawed  marriage,  believing  single  men  were  more 
apt  to  join  the  army. 

St.  Valentine  defied  this  order  and  secretly  wed  many  couples.  He  was  arrested  and  was 
sentenced  to  death.  While  in  prison,  he  befriended  the  jailer’s  daughter.  Legend  has  it  St. 

Valentine  sent  her  the  first  “Valentine”  Feb.  14,  A.D.  270,  the  day  of  his  execution,  writing 
“From  your  Valentine.” 

Early  valentines  were  made  by  hand  in  many  different  fashions,  using  colored 
paper  and  inks.  Esther  Howland  produced  the  first  commercial  American  valentine  in  the  1840s. 

Later,  Joyce  Hall  began  the  paper-emotions  empire  “Hallmark,”  becoming  the  leader  in  greeting 

cards  in  1915.  While  technology  has  expanded  the  ways  to  articulate 
your  love  to  include  musical  musings  and  scratch-and-sniff  smells,  the 
love  token  has  almost  been  forgotten.  Love  tokens  are  made  when  one  or 
more  sides  of  a  coin  are  planed  or  polished  flat  to  create  a  clean  engraving  surface. 
Initials,  messages  and,  rarely,  scenes  are  carved  into  the  surface.  It  was  an  artisitc  —  and 
relatively  cheap  —  way  to  express  love.  Most  often,  initials  and  monograms  are  the 
extent  of  the  carver’s  skill,  but  sometimes  scenes  such  as  where  the  lovers  met  or 
significant  dates  also  appear. 

Love  tokens  date  as  far  back  as  the  Colonial  days,  when  they  were  used  to 
commemorate  births,  deaths,  marriages  and  anniversaries  in  what  would  be  come  the 
United  States.  They  are  believed  to  have  begun  in  England,  and  were  used  by  sailors, 
who  hoped  their  sweethearts  would  remember  then. 

According  to  Milana  K.  Bizic,  in  Taylor’s  book,  about  half  of  all  love  tokens 
appear  on  Seated  Liberty  dimes,  and  many  date  1876.  The  ease  of  morphing  silver  and 
the  low  cost  of  dimes,  as  well  as  the  nation’s  centennial,  contributed  to  this. 

Engravings  range  from  primitive  pin-scratched  pieces  to  more  elaborate  tokens  where 
several  colors  of  gold  were  overlaid  and  intertwined.  Love  tokens  aren  t  limited  to  small 
U.S.  coinage.  Numerous  foreign  issues  and  several  denominations  of  gold  coins  have 
been  used  to  make  love  tokens.  Love  tokens  were  often  holed  to  hang  as  a  necklace  or 
placed  on  a  bracelet.  In  some  cases,  women  collected  the  tokens  avariciously. 

Mutilation  of  U.S.  coinages  was  outlawed  in  1909,  but  the  popularity  of  love  tokens 
was  already  on  the  wane.  They  remain  a  relic  of  the  past,  an  interesting  piece  ot  lolklore 
about  the  language  of  love.  And  they  are  highly  and  avidly  collected  today. 
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The  name  Mary 
was  elaborately 
engraved  on  the 
reverse  of  an  1 879 
Morgan  dollar  and  a 
pin  was  attached  on 
the  obverse  so  it 
could  be  worn  as 
jewelry.  (From  the 
Fred  Grater 
Collection.)

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The  elder  Edward  and  wife  Sarah  were  stunned  speechless  by  the  sentimental  gift  from 
their  sons.  It  was  clever,  unique,  and  stunningly  beautiful.  It  took  one’s  breath  away  just  looking 
at  it.  Edward’s  recent  fiancee,  Anna,  wondered  what  kind  of  family  she  was  marrying  into.  On 
the  surface  her  future  husband  seemed  to  be  conservative  and  unemotional,  but  beneath  the 
outer  qualities  lurked  a  wild,  imaginative  and  unpredictable  person.  Anna  supposed  they  would 
get  married  in  a  year,  according  to  convention  and  propriety.  It  turned  out  to  be  three  years 
before  thev  married.  Edward  wanted  them  both  to  be  sure  thev  truly  loved  each  other.  When 
Thomas  (Edward’s  brother)  left,  it  also  contributed  to  Edward  and  Anna’s  delay  in  marrying, 
because  it  left  the  whole  family  in  an  uproar. 

Thomas  headed  west,  lured  by  tales  of  mountain  men  and  Indians.  He  amassed  a  small 
fortune  of  gold  in  the  1858  -  1859  gold  rush  in  die  foothills  west  of  Denver.  Before  Thomas 
could  really  settle  down,  the  dark  events  of  the  nation  intruded.  The  things  that  Thomas  valued 
above  all  else  was  freedom  and  equality  for  all.  The  Civil  War  came  and  he  enlisted  in  the  Union 
army  to  help  slaves  obtain  their  freedom.  Four  years  of  fighting  took  their  toll. 

Thomas  longed  to  find  the  ideal  place,  where  freedom  and  equality7  existed.  After 
General  Lee’s  surrender  at  Appomattox,  Thomas  took  to  wandering  the  Rocky  Mountains,  like 
the  mountain  men  of  forty  to  sixty  years  before.  He  longed  to  be  like  ]im  Btidger  and  Jedediah 
Smith,  but  circumstances  and  fate  decreed  otherwise.  Near  South  Pass  in  Wyoming,  Thomas 
joined  in  a  minor  gold  rush  in  1967-1868  and  obtained  more  gold.  More  valuable  than  the  gold 
he  found,  Thomas  found  peace,  solitude,  and  purity  in  the  remote  mountains.  He  also  found 
love  in  the  form  of  tire  eighteen-year  old  daughter  of  another  prospector.  They  married  and 
immediately  Thomas  quit  prospecting  and  settled  down  in  the  vicinity7  of  Boulder  Lake, 
northwest  of  South  Pass  —  one  of  a  series  of  lakes  near  the  present  day  town  of  Pinedale, 
Wyoming. 

In  late  1869,  one  of  Thomas’s  fondest  wishes  came  true,  as  the  territory  of  Wyoming 
granted  women  suffrage.  He  now  lived  in  a  place  of  true  freedom  and  equality7.  Thomas  wrote  to 
his  older  brother,  Edward,  and  told  him  he  had  finally  found  a  place  where  all  people  were  created  equal. 
lTiomas  and  his  wife,  Susan,  set  about  the  task  of  making  their  equal  partnership  work.  They  built  a  solid 
business  and  family  together. 

Thomas  had  taken  his  inspiration  from  his  older  brother  and  sister-in-law,  Anna.  He  had  kept  in  touch 
with  Edward  over  the  years  by  mail  and  learned  about  his  brother’s  success  in  building  the  family  business. 
Thomas  rejoiced  in  his  brother’s  fortune  in  business  and  in  the  additions  of  Elizabeth,  Mary  and  Edith  to  the 
family.  He  mused  that  if  he  had  remained  back  east,  Edward  and  he  would  have  been  cutting  each  other’s 
throat  figuratively.  Instead  they  found  their  destinies  and  preserved  their  love  of  each  other.  The  only  regret 
Thomas  had,  was  leaving  home  and  alienating  his  father. 

Unknown  to  Thomas,  his  father  was  well  aware  of  his  younger  son’s  accomplishments  through  his 
eldest  son,  Edward.  The  elder  Edward  had  forgiven  Thomas  a  long  time  ago,  but  told  young  Edward  that 
Thomas  had  to  come  back  on  his  own.  He  gave  young  Edward  strict  orders  not  to  relate  anything  of  the 
forgiveness.  Thomas  had  to  come  home  of  Iris  own  free  will,  unfettered  by  an  mitigating  knowledge  of  what 
had  transpired  back  home. 

Thomas  didn’t  know  it,  but  he  took  on  a  mystical  quality7  of  being  a  knight  in  shining  armor  to  his 
nieces,  Elizabeth,  Mary,  and  Edith.  Young  Edward  told  his  daughters  of  the  exploits  of  their  uncle  and  die 
longed  for  the  day  they  could  meet  him  in  person. 

When  Thomas  learns  the  reason  Edward  is  at  the  mint,  he  decides  it  is  time  to  come  home  and 
reconcile  with  his  father.  He  has  seen  his  mother,  Sarah,  several  times  over  the  years,  but  Sarah  was  told  by  her 
husband  not  to  pressure  'Fhomas  to  come  home.  The  older  Edward  said  it  was  imperative  Thomas  had  to 
come  of  his  own  free  will.

To  summarize,  exhibits  are 
judged  on:  tittle  and  scope,  basic  numismatic  information,  special  numismatic  information,  creativity  and 
originality,  attractiveness,  balance,  completeness,  degree  of  difficulty,  condition,  and  rarity.  For  detailed 
information  on  exhibiting  go  to  the  ANA  website  at  www.money.org  or  contact  them  direcdy. 


There  were  two  love  token  exhibits  and  a  Faberge  enamel  coin  exhibit  on  display  at  FUN.  And  just  a 
reminder,  anyone  who  exhibits  love  tokens  is  entided  to  a  free  one  year  membership  in  LTS.

What  is  your  favorite  love  token  or  love  token  find? 

This  question  either  has  no  answer  or  many 
answers.  Since  I  collect  so  many  categories  of  love  tokens, 
it  is  a  little  like  the  proverbial  apples  to  oranges 
comparison.  Or,  with  love  tokens  being  unique  like 
people,  how  can  you  love  one  child  more  than  any  other? 

It  is  a  little  out  there  to  think  of  them  as  children  (and  I 
don’t  really),  but  we  are  their  protectors  while  they  are  in 
our  care  and  after  we  are  gone  they  go  back  out  into  the 
world  on  their  own  to  find  their  own  way  through  new 
homes. 

As  categories  go,  I  find  myself  quite  partial  to 
pictorials  especially  of  unusual  animals  and  people  as  well 
as  the  message/sayings  category.  I  also  appreciate  rare  type 
coin  love  tokens  and  unusual  jewelry.  One  of  my  favorites 


is  a  watch  chain  made  from  seven  $5  gold  love  tokens, 
of  which  six  are  enameled  (one  with  a  good  size 
diamond)  and  the  seventh  is  gold  metal  overlay.  I  have 
converted  it  with  a  removable  length  of  chain  so  it  can 
be  worn  as  a  necklace. 

Do  you  collect  all  types  of  love  tokens  or  do  you 
concentrate  on  certain  types  such  as  dollars,  dimes, 
etc.? 

When  I  first  started  collecting  love  tokens  I  was 
only  interested  in  the  pictorials,  but  found  them  few  and 
far  between.  Any  collector  will  become  dissatisfied  or 
lose  interest  if  that  which  is  collected  is  unavailable  show 
after  show.  Love  tokens  can  be  found  at  larger  state  and 
national  shows,  but  local  ones  offer  little  selection  and  the 
few  available  are  usually  initials.  Well,  I  had  to  get 
creative  and  find  an  appreciation  for  the  more  common 
types  which  led  to  collecting  names,  dates,  fancy  borders, 
single  initials,  type  coins,  date  sets  of  dimes,  and  so  on. 
When  I  do  find  those  special  pictorials  it  is  just  all  the 
more  exciting. 

Do  you  have  any  other  hobbies  or  interests  in 
addition  to  collecting  love  tokens? 

By  training  I  am  an  artist  and  educator.  The 
artist  in  me  appreciates  the  miniature  works  of  art 
rendered  on  the  love  tokens  and  the  educator  has  aided 
me  in  writing  articles  and  lecturing  at  our  annual 
meetings.  As  an  artist  I  am  often  involved  in  a  new 
creative  project.  My  last  one  was  making  a  jacket  with  a 
buffalo  nickel  theme.  I  used  real  buffalo  nickel  buttons 
and  sewed  seed  beads  in  the  form  of  a  very  large  nickel 
on  the  back  of  the  jacket.  The  endeavor  took  80-90 
hours  to  complete.  I  usually  think  big  and  always 
underestimate  the  time  needed  to  complete  the  project. 

I  am  a  collector  at  heart  and  do  not  only  collect 
love  tokens.  My  other  collections  include:  Victorian 
jewelry,  lockets,  Italian  mosaic  jewelry,  miniature  painting 
on  ivory,  carved  stone  frogs,  enameled  English  coins, 
artistically  altered  coins  (pop-outs,  cut  outs,  box  coins, 
coin  spoons,  etc.)  postcards,  antiques,  and  a  few  hobo 
nickels.  However,  love  tokens  are  by  far  the  largest  of 
my  collections. 

Do  you  have  any  other  information  you  would  like 
to  share  with  the  membership  at  this  time? 

I  am  retiring  as  President  but  will  continue  to  be 
active  in  love  tokens  through  research,  collecting,  and 
possibly  more  exhibiting. 
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1  B82  Prddf  $2D  Gold  end  of  story 

by  James  Sneddon 

This  is  the  conclustion  of  the  story  written  by  James  Sneddon,  first  published  in  December  2004  Love  Letter 
and  the  the  second  part  in  the  February  2005  Love  Letter. 

Young  Edward  suggests  that  now  that  Thomas  is  coming  home,  they  really  surprise  the 
family  by  including  Thomas’  and  his  family’s  names  on  the  gold  platter.  The  platter  would  be 
gold  and  the  same  size  as  the  silver  platter  of  twenty-five  years  earlier.  Edward  and  Thomas 
decide  to  keep  the  surprise  from  the  rest  of  the  family.  Edward  goes  to  a  skilled  engraver  and 
tells  him  what  he  wants  done.  The  proof  1882  $20  gold  coin  is  to  be  engraved  with  Edward’s 
and  Anna’s  names,  as  the  primary  presenters,  and  daughters,  Elizabeth,  Mary  and  Edith  as  the 
secondary  presenters.  The  gold  platter  was  engraved  with  Edward’s  family  names  along  with 
Thomas’  family  names;  his  wife  Susan,  sons  Edward  and  James,  daughters,  Sarah  and  Janet.  A 
few  days  before  the  anniversary,  the  engraver  stops  by  Edward’s  office  with  the  works  of  art. 
The  brilliant  sunlight  illuminating  off  the  engraved  1882  $20  gold  coin  and  the  gold  platter 
render  Edward  speechless.  When  he  leaves  for  home,  Edward  breaths  a  sigh  of  relief.  It  has 
been  especially  difficult  keeping  the  secret  of  Thomas  coming  to  the  50th  wedding  anniversary 
of  his  parents.  His  wife  knew  something  wasn’t  quite  right.  His  daughter,  Mary,  knew  there  was 
something  extraordinary  afoot  because  she  could  practically  read  her  father’s  mind.  His  mother, 
also  sensed  something. 

Later  that  night, 

tears  and  Edward  tells  them  not  to  get  so  sentimental  about  it.  Later  in  their  bedroom,  Edward 
tells  his  wife,  Anna,  he  could  barely  contain  Iris  own  tears  when  he  first  saw  the  gifts.  Needing 
to  go  out  for  something,  Edward  steps  out  into  the  hallway  and  sees  his  daughter  Mary  by  the 
door.  They  both  looked  into  each  others  eyes  without  saying  anything.  Edward  immediately 
realized  his  daughter  had  overheard  his  conversation  with  his  wife.

Edward,  Mary  and  his  own  father  are  linked 
together  this  way.  Anna  has  the  same  kind  of  communication  with  her  youngest  daughter,  Edith.  Sarah,  his 
mother,  and  Elizabeth,  his  oldest  daughter,  have  this  special  bond.  Even  though  Elizabeth  has  never  seen 
her  uncle  Thomas,  they  are  linked  together  in  this  way. 

The  Golden  Wedding  Anniversary  reception  for  Edward  and  Sarah  is  to  be  held  Monday, 
May  8th,  at  6:00  p.m.  Thomas  and  his  family  get  into  town  the  day  before  and  wait  on  a  nearby  piece  of 
property.  Young  Edward  has  arranged  it  so  as  to  keep  the  arrival  secret  from  the  rest  of  the  family.. 
Elizabeth,  Mary  and  Edith  look  forward  to  it  for  another  reason.  They  are  going  to  finally  meet  the  uncle 
they  have  only  heard  about,  the  mystical,  romantic  figure  from  the  West. 

When  the  older  Edward  and  Sarah  get  to  the  house,  young  Edward  starts  the  festivities  by 
presenting  the  1 882  $20  gold  proof  love  token  to  his  parents.  When  presenting  the  gold  platter,  Edward’s 
wife  throws  open  the  curtains  to  the  adjacent  room,  presenting  Thomas  and  Inis  family  to  the  parents  and 
daughters.  As  you  can  imagine  there  is  complete  pandemonium  and  plenty  of  hugs,  kisses,  tears  and 
sentiment  between  Thomas  and  the  rest  of  the  family.  The  guests  and  Thomas’  wife  and  children  watch 
what  transpires  in  utter  fascination,  their  eyes  riveted  to  the  scene.  They  break  out  into  tumultuous 
applause. 

There  are  poignant  scenes  galore,  one  after  another.  Thomas  embracing  his  mother,  Sarah. 

Elizabeth,  Mary  and  Edith  finally  getting  to  meet  their  phantom  uncle  in  person.  Then  comes  the  most 
poignant  scene  of  all  —  Thomas  and  his  father  embracing  after  twenty-five  years.  The  elder  Edward  tells 
Thomas  he  never  stopped  loving  him.  He  pulls  out  of  his  pocket  a  fifty-cent  piece  of  1857  and  gives  it  to 
his  younger  son.  It  is  specially  engraved  on  the  back,  “To  Thomas,  who  I  always  loved  and  to  the  day  he 
comes  home  of  his  own  free  will.”  Thomas  takes  the  coin  and  then  pulls  something  out  of  his  own  pocket. 
He  hands  it  to  his  father.  It  is  an  1857  fifty-cent  piece  with  an  inscription  on  the  reverse  “to  the  father  I

Edward  showed  his  wife  and  daughters  the  gifts.  The  four  burst  into 
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always  loved  who  one  day  will  understand  why  I  left  home.”  Young  Edward  came  to  his  father 
and  younger  brother  and  pulls  an  1857  fifty-cent  piece  out  of  his  pocket.  It  has  been  specially 
engraved  with  the  inscription  “To  the  day  my  father  and  brother  reunite  and  heal  their 
difference.”  It  turns  out  almost  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago,  Edward,  young  Edward  and  'I  homas 
each  had  taken  an  1857  fifty-cent  piece  out  of  circulation,  had  them  engraved  and  carried  them 
on  their  persons  until  the  day  they  could  all  be  together  in  harmony  again. 

The  story  is  not  yet  complete.  I  have  only  one  piece  of  the  picture  —  the  1882  proof  $20 
gold  love  token.  The  other  pieces  are  still  missing.  The  three  1857  fifty-cent  pieces  each  have 
their  stories  of  their  own.  The  Silver  Anniversary  dollar  of  1857,  also  has  its  own  story  to  tell. 
It  is  specially  engraved  on  the  reverse:  1857  Twenty  Fifth  Anniversary,  presented  to  Edward 
and  Sarah,  by  their  sons  Edward  and  Thomas.  Until  all  the  pieces  are  gathered  together,  the 
story  of  Edward  and  Sarah  will  never  be  complete.

I  just  paid  $75  for  a  love  token  (LT)  on  eBay,  and  not  just  any  old  love  token, 
but  one  that  has  my  very  own  name  on  it !!!  Why  on  earth  would  someone  do 
this?  As  soon  as  Barbara  Newhouse,  an  avid  love  token  collector,  saw  that  I 
had  won  the  special  LT  that  was  in  Scodand,  no  less,  she  said  I  may  have 

made  the  Guinness  Book  of  World  Records  with 
the  price  of  this  LT.  And  even  if  I  didn’t  make 
the  book,  would  I  consider  writing  an  article 
about  totally  losing  one’s  bidding  inhibitions 
when  it  comes  to  the  possibility  of  winning  an 
excellent  quality  LT  with  one’s  own  name 
beautifully  engraved.  I  said  sure,  and  thus  the 
reason  for  this  essay.

My  Dad  had  two  sisters,  one  who  never  married  and  the  other  who  married  at  52.  Mom 
had  wanted  to  name  me  Martha  Marie  Morrison,  so  that  I  would  have  Aunt  Mary’s  initials,  MMM, 
but  Aunt  Jessie  thought  that  I  should  have  her  initials,  JAM,  so  Janice  Ann  Morrison  I  became.  Then 
Dr.  Newman  designed  a  unique  monogram  for  me,  and  it  was  used  on  the  classic  silver  cup,  baby 
spoon,  and  toddler  fork  and  spoon  that  were  popular  around  September  11,  1946.  For  some 
indeterminate  reason,  Dr.  Newman  just  started  calling  me  “Jammy,”  but  spelling  it  “Jamie.”  This 
was  long  before  Jamie  became  a  popular  name  for  girls,  but  was  sometimes  used  as  a  nickname  for 
boys  named  James.  (After  I  received  a  Ph.D.  in  nursing,  I  became  Dr.  Jamie  Spikes,  and  was 
frequently  thought  to  be  a  male  physician  instead  of  a  female  nurse  in  some  healthcare-related  circles.)  Jamie  just  seemed 
to  stick  as  my  name,  even  though  I  did  have  a  brief  interim  of  “Gigi”  until  my  brother  Jimmy,  who  is  20  months 
younger,  could  say  Jamie.  As  I  have  found  out  from  the  seller  of  the  LT,  Jamie  is  a  relatively  common  Scottish  name  for 
both  girls  and  boys.  Also,  it  is  an  older  name  there  than  it  is  here. 

Back  to  my  initials.  I  dropped  the  A.  for  Ann  and  started  using  M.  for  Morrison  as  my  middle  initial.  Over  the 
years  I  have  found  that  JMS  is  a  very  common  initial  combination.  A  number  of  first  names,  both  male  and  female 
begin  with  J  and  even  more  last  names  begin  with  S.  The  initial  M  seems  to  be  fairly  common  for  both.  I  have  7  JMS 
dime  love  tokens.  At  times  I  wear  5  of  these  on  graduated  silver  chains.  I  have  oldJS  pierced  earrings  and  a  love  token 
bracelet  with  various  initials  and  names  on  all  of  those  LT’s.  There  are  no  JMS’s  or  JS’s  on  the  bracelet,  but  it’s  an 
attractive  and  comfortable  bracelet,  so  I  don’t  really  care.  I  suppose  my  very  favorite  LT  piece  is  an  exquisite, 
uncirculated  one-dollar  gold  piece  with  JMS  on  it  in  a  most  attractive  script.  I  had  it  set  in  a  coin  bezel,  and  I  wear  it 
frequently.  Time  will  tell  if  the  1887  silver  Scottish  shilling  “Jamie”  trumps  the  1852  gold  dollar  “JMS.’ 

As  Proverbs  22:1  tells  us,  “A  good  name  is  to  be  chosen  rather  than  great  riches.”  I  like  my  initials  and  my  name. 

I  believe  that  I  have  a  “good  name”  in  my  specialty  areas  of  nursing  and  health  care,  so  what’s  $75  when  you  finally  find 
your  very  own  name  on  a  love  token.  I  have  some  sympathy  for  contemporary  infants  and  children.  I  would  venture 
that  there  are  no  or  very  few  love  tokens  to  be  found  with  Caitlyn,  Katelin,  Cateln,  etc.  or  Dillon,  Dylan,  Dilyn,  etc. 
engraved  on  them.  Those  young  people  just  recently  born  will  just  have  to  be  content  when  they  find  their  initial,  but  it 

they  do  find  the  right  name  with  the  right  spelling,  $75  will  seem  like  a  mere  pittance  to  pay  for  such  a  treasure. 

Jamie  Morrison  Spikes 
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Dear  Miss  Love  Token , 

I  believe  you  do  not  have  to  know  the  real  story  behind  a  particular  love  token,  but  instead  can  create 
one  from  your  own  imagination  and  dreams.  I  have  done  this  before  with  a  gold  love  token  and  am  in  the  process 
of  writing  another  story  about  a  love  token  from  India.  Can  you  or  any  other  members  give  me  tips  on  how  to 
sharpen  writing  skills?  May  be  you  could  give  me  and  other  would  be  writers  some  pointers  in  making  up  a  love 
token  story.  I  believe  LTS  has  a  great  untapped  potential  of  love  token  stories  within  our  membership.

Inspired  to  write,  but  need  help. 


Dear  Inspired  to  write, 

I  would  say  that  practice  helps,  along  with  learning  by  doing.  Feedback  and  a  good 
editor  also  aid  the  process.  A  computer  is  a  plus  and  can  check  spelling,  but  it  is  limited  in 
checking  grammar  and  content.  Good  writers  are  creative  thinkers. 

First,  find  an  unusual  story  in  your  mind  and  then  write  an  outline  with  a  sequence  of 
how  you  want  the  story  to  unfold.  Do  not  be  too  quick  to  write  the  whole  story.  Sometimes  the 
best  thought  or  a  good  transition  between  several  ideas  will  come  to  you  later  when  you  aren’t 
even  giving  it  much  thought.  This  is  especially  true  when  one  is  trying  to  fall  asleep  and  the 
mind  wanders,  yielding  great  ideas.  Keep  a  paper  and  pencil  at  hand  and  make  a  note  when  an 
image  or  idea  comes  to  you.  DO  NOT  ASSUME  YOU  WILL  REMEMBER  IT  LATER. 

Once  you’ve  written  your  story,  read  it.  Good  writing  means  rewriting.  Does  your 
story  flow?  Are  the  transitions  smooth?  An  introductory  paragraph  should  give  people  an  idea 
of  what  is  to  come  and  a  good  conclusion  with  a  strong  final  sentence  is  important.  “They  lived 
happily  ever  after”  is  cliche  and  should  be  avoided,  but  the  reader  should  not  be  left  hanging.  A 
good  ending  wraps  everything  together.  The  title  can  be  decided  prior  to  writing  or  at  the 
completion  of  the  story.  My  preference  is  to  start  with  the  title.  A  title  should  make  the  viewer 
curious  about  the  content  of  the  story. 

If  possible,  have  a  good  editor  check  your  grammar,  spelling,  and  other  technical 
aspects  of  your  story.  If  no  editor  is  available,  at  least  double  check  your  spelling.  Verb  tense  can  be  a 
hidden  menace.  If  you  start  writing  in  the  past  tense,  do  not  get  confused  and  alternate  with  the  present 
tense.  Also,  make  sure  your  verb  matches  your  subject  (pay  attention  to  plural  and  singular  subjects  and 
match  the  verb  correctly).  Contractions  (e.g.,  didn’t  or  wouldn’t)  and  the  first  person  are  not  used  in  formal 
or  academic  writing,  but  may  be  appropriate  at  times  when  writing  a  story.  Sentences  starting  with  “The”  or 
“A”  are  weaker  than  those  with  more  complex  words.  Likewise,  beginning  with  “And”  or  “But”  is  a  big  No 
No,  although  some  people  believe  that  used  sparingly,  they  are  good  for  impact  or  emphasis.  Also,  avoid 
repeating  a  word  too  many  times  within  close  proximity.  Substitute  an  alternate  word  or  rework  the  sentence 
to  eliminate  the  word  entirely.  A  thesaurus  helps  some  people,  but  with  practice,  it  will  become  second 
nature. 
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Streamline  your  writing.  Sometimes  two  or  three  sentences  can  be  combined,  but  watch  out  for  run- 
on  sentences.  There  are  different  types  of  writing,  for  example,  historical,  mystery,  romance.  I  think  a  good 
love  token  story  has  some  of  all  of  these.  True  historical  references  about  places,  clothes,  economics,  and 
the  times  give  validity  to  the  story  as  well  as  making  it  interesting  and  a  learning  experience  for  the  reader. 
Personally,  I  like  mysteries  —  the  unexpected  or  good  plot  twist.  The  traditional  romance  novel,  often  is  too 
sappy  or  a  little  too  detailed  in  personal  areas  for  me.  However,  a  love  token  story  should  have  some 
romance  or  at  least  friendship.  It  is  a  “love”  token  after  all.  However  the  story  line  and  creative  thinking  are 
the  most  important. 

Sometimes  the  picture  or  words  engraved  on  love  tokens  can  serve  as  a  source  of  inspiration.  Good 
luck  with  your  writing  and  please  share  the  fmal  story  with  us.  And,  (emphasis)  I  encourage  other  members 
to  get  out  their  love  tokens  with  pens  in  hand.  I  actually  spoke  with  J  T  Stanton  (publisher)  about  five  years  . 
ago  and  he  expressed  interest  in  publishing  a  love  token  book  just  on  these  creative  stories.

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The  Newest  Is  the  Dldest 

Ernie  Turnes 
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Because  I  often  talk  about  love  tokens  at  club  meetings,  members  of 
several  local  clubs  sometimes  tell  me  about  pieces,  point  them  out  at  coin 
shows  or  offer  them  to  me  when  they  get  them.  A  fellow  club  member  recently 
offered  me  two  coins  that  belonged  to  a  friend  who  didn’t  know  about  love 
tokens  and  who  didn’t  want  to  keep  these  coins  that  had  been  his  father’s. 

They  are  my  newest  acquisitions. 

One  is  an  1865  English  one  Shilling  com  that  has  two  characteristics  of 
interest.  The  first  is  the  way  that  it  is  pierced.  The  five  holes  are  of  three 
different  si2es  and  in  a  pattern  that  makes  it  difficult  to  understand  why  it  is 
holed  the  way  that  it  is.  A  love  token  collector  would  first  think  that  it  was  part 
of  a  necklace  or  bracelet,  but  the  location  and  size  of  the  holes  make  this 
doubtful.  The  second  characteristic  is  that  the  engraving  is  difficult  to  decipher 
—  impossible  for  me.  The  coin  is  so  well  worn  that  it  appears  to  have  been  a 
pocket  piece  —  one  carried  around  for  many  years  (this  fact  also  makes  one 
question  its  ever  having  been  a  part  of  a  piece  of  jewelry). 

The  second  coin  is  the  older  of  the  two  and  the  one  that  I  was  more 
interested  in  when  I  was  first  shown  them.  It  is  a  1781  silver  Bolivian  coin, 
approximately  1  1  / 1 6th  inch  in  diameter.  I  believe 
the  denomination  is  2  Reales.  The  initials  “GB”  are 
inscribed  over  die  neck  and  head  of  Carolus  III.  Th 
coin  is  now  the  oldest  dated  coin  in  my  collection. 

As  I  often  say,  it’s  good  when  fellow 
collectors  (whom  you  can  trust)  know  what  you 
collect.

President’s  message 


Ask  Miss  ldve  Token 


This  month  I  would  like  to  forego  my  regular  column  and  offer  a  tribute 
instead.  The  Love  Token  Society  has  lost  one  of  its  own.  A  long  tame  love 
token  collector  and  LTS  former  member,  Archie  Taylor  Sr.  passed  away  on 
March  2nd  2005  after  suffering  a  massive  stroke.  To  those  who  knew  him,  he 
was  a  character,  affable,  and  had  a  great  sense  of  humor. 

I  first  met  Archie  at  a  LTS  meeting  roughly  twelve  years  ago.  I  was  fairly  new  to 
collecting  love  tokens  and  Archie  had  brought  his  entire  collection  to  this  particular  meeting. 
What  a  treat  to  see  a  large  collection  amassed  over  a  long  period  of  time.  Among  the  coins 
contained  in  approximately  two  double  row  boxes  were  some  rather  unusual  pictorials,  a  few 
of  which  were  on  gold  coins. 

The  most  memorable  was  his  “Terror  to  Tramps”  chair 
engraved  on  a  $20  gold  coin.  This  coin  was  presented  to  S  I 
Baker  by  the  town  of  Oakland  ME  in  1900.  Baker  invented  a 
cage  in  the  shape  of  a  chair  on  wheels  that  housed  vagrants 
who  were  paraded  around  town  to  the  jeers  and  abuse  of  the 
townspeople.  Although  unorthodox  and  inhuman,  in  its  day 
was  an  effective  deterrent  in  keeping  undesirables  out  of  town. 

The  tramp  chair  engraving  really  combined  two  of 
Archie’s  loves:  love  tokens  and  hobo  nickels.  Although  the 
coin  was  engraved  m  the  style  of  a  love  token,  pictured  in  the 
chair  was  a  little  man  which  could  just  as  easily  represent  a 
hobo.  The  chair  was  designed  to  house  homeless  wanderers  in 
general  and  there  was  most  likely  no  distinction  between  bums, 
tramps,  hobos,  and  maybe  even  drunks  wandering  the  streets. 

Archie  sold  most  of  his  LT  collection  by  2001  and 
turned  his  attention  more  towards  his  hobo  nickel  interest.  He 
could  often  be  seen  at  FUN  either  on  the  bourse  floor  or  at  the 
Original  Hobo  Nickel  Society  (OHNS)  table.  As  this  FUN 
show  draws  nearer,  I  can’t  help  but  think  of  Archie  and  know 
there  will  be  a  void  without  his  presence.  To  his  wife  and  son  I 
offer  heartfelt  condolences  on  behalf  of  myself  and  the  Love 
Token  Society. 

On  a  related  note: 

I  read  in  the  Numismatist  that  Leonard  R  Saunders  (age  52)  passed  away  on  June  13th  2005. 
Although  Leonard  was  not  a  member  of  LTS,  I  meet  him  early  on  in  my  collecting.  He 
regularly  attended  the  FUN  show  and  although  he  never  had  a  great  quantity  of  love  tokens, 
the  ones  he  had  were  generally  unusual.  Over  the  last  five  years  he  hadn’t  had  any  love 
tokens  for  sale  (at  FUN),  but  nonetheless  he  was  always  friendly  and  welcoming  on  a  personal 
note,  so  much  so  that  business  seemed  almost  secondary.  My  condolences  go  out  to  his  wife 
and  two  sons.

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The  Leater  Prince  Collection 
of  Love  Tokens 


Leater  and  her  husband,  Bill,  have  been  collecting  Love  Tokens  since 
1953.  Her  interest  began  when  she  found  a  Dine  Love  Token  with  the 
engraving  “Papa”  on  it  at  the  local  baseball  field. 

Love  Tokens  originated  during  the  reign  of  George  II  (1727)  and 
began  in  America  following  the  Civil  War.  There  are  all  types  and 
denominations  of  coins  with  one  or  both  sides  planed  or  smoothed  off  and 
then  engraved  with  names,  initials,  scenes  or  other  messages.  Most  of  the 
historical  background  has  been  lost  over  time,  however,  collectors  treasure 
them  for  their  lovely  engraved  art  and  beauty. 

Leater  has  a  necklace  she  found  and  purchased  in  the  early  1960s, 
which  has  19  engraved  dimes  with  an  1827  bust  half  attached,  centered  and 
beautifully  engraved  with  “Mother  and  Father”  and  includes  a  floral  bouquet. 

Of  the  dozen  or  so  bracelets  she  has  collected,  her  favorite  had  19 
dimes  of  which  13  are  scenes  which  picture  two  hearts  and  hands,  a  lake  with 
a  house,  crossed  tennis  racquets  and  a  man  on  horseback.  Another  bracelet 
has  seven  beautifully  matched  engravings  of  the  home  -  a  rolling  pin, 
vegetable  chopper,  milk  pitcher,  cup  with  saucer,  flat-iron  and  a  broom. 

One  of  the  two  magnificent  watch  fobs  in  her  collection  had  four 
dimes  and  a  heart  attached  to  the  bottom.  All  the  dimes  have  a  scene  and  a 
name;  Willie  has  a  horseshoe,  Frank  an  owl,  Mama  a  dog  and  Papa  an  ocean 
scene.  The  heart  is  dated  1891. 

Leater  has  approximately  400  Love  Tokens  in  her  outstanding 
collection.  Among  many  highlights  is  an  1855  seated  half  with  pin,  the  eagle 
reverse  is  enameled  red,  white  and  blue.  Of  the  many  dual-sided  dimes 
there’s  an  old  fashioned  fire  engine  with  the  letter  “T,”  a  telegraphers  key 
with  monograms  and  a  railroad  train  with  a  fancy  reverse  named  Little 

Brother.”  continued  on  page  2

Other  fancy  engraved  dimes  include  a  horse,  a  heart  with  a  letter  “F,”  a  couple  walking  the  beach 
holding  hands  and  a  cornucopia  of  flowers  with  the  name  “Tute.” 

Her  Morgan  dollars  have  attractive  names  like  “Ida”  and  huge  letters  A-B-C  with  flowers.  An  1800 
American  Bust  Dollar  has  fancy  monograms  with  scallop  work  around  its  edges.  The  George  IV th  circa  1820 
English  Crown  is  most  elaborately  engraved  “Lizzie  Shomberg.”  A  one  dollar  gold  com  has  a  bid  with  leaves 
and  border.  One  1 852  two  and  half  dollar  gold  piece  has  a  lake  scene  with  houses  and  the  name  “grandma.” 
The  other  is  dual  with  an  ocean  scene  and  lighthouse  with  the  name  “Elmer,”  its  reverse  has  floral  work  with 
a  scroll  and  name  “Jessie.” 

Another  interesting  Love  Token  is  an  1 899  barber  dime.  It  has  the  Lord’s  Prayer,  all  hand  engraved 
and  include  a  fancy  border.  This  dime  shows  the  skill  some  engravers  had  years  ago. 

The  most  elaborate  coin  in  the  collection  (according  to  the  late  Robert  Weter)  is  smoothed  on  both 
sides  and  according  to  its  edge  is  a  Spanish  eight  Reales,  silver  dollar.  The  obverse  has  a  man  and  woman 
centered  on  the  coin,  the  are  holding  hands.  The  coin  is  holed  at  12  o’clock  and  direcdy  below  are  two  hearts 
with  arrows.  Inside  a  scalloped  edge  are  the  words  “when  this  you  see  -  remember  mee.”  Her  initials  are  L.L., 
his  are  J.W. 

On  the  reverse  is  a  huge  sailing  ship  which  has  three  masts  and  the  English  Flag.  The  ship’s  name  is 
“Alfred”  which  is  engraved  below  from  7-5  o’clock. 

Leater  and  her  husband  are  well  known  numismatists  from  Raymond,  New  Hampshire.

I  have  a  love  token  with  five  stones  (1  green,  1  white  pearl,  2  red,  and  2 
blue)  and  was  wondering  if  the  stones  had  any  special  meaning ?

Congratulations  on  having  a  very  nice  love  token.  Those  with  stones  are  harder  to  find  and  quite  often 
will  be  missing  stones.  Love  tokens  with  stylized  floral  sprays  are  the  most  common  form.  Usually  they 
have  red  (garnet),  blue  (turquoise),  and  white  (pearl)  stones.  Your  piece  is  a  nicer  example  with  five  stones 
and  has  a  more  unusual  green  stone.  The  green  could  either  be  an  emerald,  a  tsavorite  garnet,  colored 
glass,  or  less  likely,  a  green  tourmaline. 

When  you  first  mentioned  five  stones,  I  remembered  something  called  “regard”  jewelry  and  thought 
this  might  be  an  example.  When  I  later  researched  it,  I  found  that  six  stones  are  used: 

Ruby,  Emerald,  Garnet,  Amethyst,  Ruby,  Diamond.  The  first  letter  of  each  stone  spells  REGARD. 

Stones  do  have  meanings  and  most  people  associate  the  diamond  with  love  as  it  is  used  in  engagement 
rings.  A  previous  Love  Letter  article,  “Love  Tokens  and  the  Language  of  Flowers”  (April  2003),  covered 
the  secret  world  and  meaning  of  flowers.  Red  roses  and  diamonds  are  the  gifts  of  true  love,  but  there 
are  other  sentiments  conveyed  through  other  stones  and  flowers.  Below  is  information  gathered  from  a 
study  of  post  cards  circa  1900-1918: 

Diamond  =  love  Pearl  =  purity 

Ruby  =  fervent  love  Turquoise  =  success 

Topaz  =  true  and  gay  Amethyst  =  sincerity  and  peace  of  mind 

A  review  of  a  book,  “Answers  to  Questions  About  Old  Jewelry  1841-1950”  by  Jeanenne  Bell, 
also  reveals  these  secret  codes: 

Amethyst  protects  the  wearer,  brings  good  luck,  and  was 
also  worn  in  the  late  stages  of  mourning.

(During  this 
period  it  was  traditional  for  the  mourning  period  to  last  two  years  and  only 
black  could  be  worn  for  the  first  year.) 

Opals  were  believed  by  the  ancients  to  bring  good  fortune  to  the  wearer. 

It  was  not  until  1829  that  a  book  (romantic  fiction)  was  responsible  for  the 
bad  luck  myth. 

Garnet  empowers  the  wearer  with  truth,  constancy,  and  faith 
Moonstone  symbolizes  the  moon,  romance,  love,  and  passion. 

It  was  a  favorite  stone  to  give  a  sweetheart. 

Peridot  has  the  power  to  overcome  timidness. 

Emerald  heightens  intelligence  and  can  help  the  wearer  save  money. 

Ruby  brings  wisdom,  wealth,  and  health. 

Amber  offers  protection  against  disease. 

In  reviewing  another  jewelry  book,  I  found  a  listing  of  popular 
stones,  designs,  and  trends  in  jewelry  used  throughout  the  \  ictorian  period 
and  I  will  write  more  on  it  next  issue.
